Enthusiastic over the news thus far 


received from the country regarding 


preparations that are being made to 


participate uotn in the National Capi­ 
tal and the States in the 1932 series 
of celebrations of the two huiuireth 
anniversary of the birth of George 
Washington—hearalded as “the great­ 
est 
celebration 
thus 
far 
known 
in 
history,” the associate directors and 
the members of the George Washing­ 
ton Bicentennial Commission no long­ 
er have any doubt that it will break 
all records. 
Many-of tile plans for the year-long 
program in the National Capital and 
throughout 
the cmfntry, 
as form u­ 
lated by the directors, have been set 
forth in this series of articles. New 
proposals 
are constantly 
being 
re­ 
ceived and adopted. 
While 
there 
is not 
the 
slightest 
doubt in the minds of the two asso­ 
ciate directors of the bicentennial— 
lieu t. Col. 0. S. Grant, 3d., and Rep­ 
resentative Sol Bloom, of New York — 
that every State and Territory will be 
eager to participate in an appropriate 
manner in the series of celebrations 
both in Washington City and at home, 
the directors want it understood that 
the time is growing short in which 
to prepare for celebrations of such 
scope and magnitude. 
Nearly one-half of the States and 
Territories have begun the work of 
preparation in one way or another, 
but it remains for the remainder still 
to “get busy”. In the first little group 
of 14 to name local bicentennial com­ 
missions and start to work were the 
District of Columbia, Maryland and 
Virginia. 
The time has now come in the opin­ 
ion of theassociate directors, when the 
inactive States and Territories must 
be stirred into action without further 
delap.
